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1978 M AWARDS 


ROSSEN/NEUMANN ASSOCIATES HONORED FOR 
CLEANERS HANGER COMPANY OFFICE BUILDING 


The Cleaners Hanger Company office bull- 
ding in Bloomfield Township has earned for 
Rossen/Neumann Associates, Southfield, the 
firm's second straight "M Award" for excel- 
lence of masonry design. The two-story bull- 
ding was designed in brick, with limited hor- 
Izontal bands of bronzed glass, to respond to 
the owner's requirement for a prominent, yet 
conservative, appearance on a very low site. 
Corners were turned with the brick and glass 
at a 45-degree angle to give rellef to the 
bullding's form. According to Kenneth Neumann, 
AIA, brick was selected "for Its warm color 
and texture, its low Initial costs and Its 
low maintenance costs - basically to provide 
the owner with the prestige bullding he re- 
quired at an affordable cost for both construc- 
tlon and operation." The dark brown brick 
also is used for exterlor free-standing walls 
and retaining walls. Brick pavers are used 
for all exterior walkways. The steel frame 
bullding was completed in November, 1977. 


In all, four architects and thelr projects 
were honored in this fourth annual "M Awards" 
program, which is sponsored by the Masonry 
Institute of Michigan in cooperation with the 
Michigan Soclety of Architects. Other winners 
will be featured in succeeding issues of this 
publication. They were selected by a jury of 
Minneapolis-area architects, co-chalred by 
David J. Bennett, AIA, and Edward Frennette, 
AIA.

What IDP does Is to offer a generalized pro- 
gram that allows every architect to be the kind 
of teacher that masters of old were. We ask 
that architects Interested in this program 
contact their local chapter chairmen expressing 
Interest along with any names of IDP candidates 
they may know of."

. PRODUCTION FOR THE GRAPHIC DESIGNER by Ww 
James Cralg (18.50). 


Here's a book that fully and clearly ex- 
plains the production of printed matter - 
written expressly for the graphic designer.
